Claims 28-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kobayashi (US 5,883,425).

Kobayashi '425 discloses relating to a package electronic device, comprising: 
an electronic device 2, i.e., a thick film substrate 7 which serves as a first 
container member configured to mount said electronic device thereon; 



States. 
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a frame element 5 which serves as a second container member configured to 
form a space for housing said electronic device in corporation with said first container 
member; 

an adhesive 6 (see column 3, lines 21-22) configured to close the space by 
bonding said first container member 7 and said second member 5; and 

a metal film 4a and 7a in combination (see abstract, i.e.,) to cover an exposed 
face of said adhesive and an outer surface of said second container members 5, 
wherein said first container member 7 is a flat member and said second container 
member has a recessed part covering said first container member 7. 

Concerning claims 30 and 31 , wherein said second container member 5 has a 
flange part to be bonded to said first container member by said adhesive 6 formed at 
the rim part of said recessed part, please see Fig. 1 above; and the recitation "wherein a 
moisture absorbent is installed in said space" is inherent. 

Concerning claim 32, Kobayashi '425 discloses a manufacturing method of a 
package electronic device comprising: 

bonding a first container member 7 on which an electronic device is mounted and 
a second container member 5 configured to form a space for housing said electronic 
device in corporation with said first container member 7 with an adhesive 6 so as to 
close the space; and covering an exposed face of said adhesive and an outer surface of 
said second container member 5 with a metal film 4a and 7a in combination (see Fig. 5 
below).

4. Nagayoshi (US 5,477,081 ) and Domadia et al. (US 5,949,1 37) discloses a device 
having an adhesive bonding between a first and second container members.
